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CLAIMS 16-70 ARE PRESENTED FOR EXAMINATION 

Applicants' Response filed May 19, 2004 and Preliminary Amendment filed October 28, 
2003 have been received and entered into the application. Accordingly, claims 1-15 have been 
canceled and claims 16-70 have been added. 

Applicants' response to the restriction requirement set forth in the previous Office action 
is noted. Insofar as, as noted by applicants, the requirement was based upon claims that were 
canceled, the previous requirement is deemed moot. A new restriction requirement appears 
below. 

Election/Restriction 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 16-35, drawn to a method for the prevention or reduction of the risk of a 
cardiovascular event in a patient with an increased cardiovascular risk. 

II. Claims 36-52, drawn to a method for the prevention or reduction of the risk of 
onset of diabetes. 

III. Claims 53-70, drawn to a method for the prevention or reduction of the risk of 
diabetic complications in a diabetic patient. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I, II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions have different functions and different effects. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Whichever of Groups I-III may be elected, applicant is required to further elect a specific 
inhibitor of the renin-angiotensin system as well as a specific optional ingredient from group of 
an antihypertensive agent, a cholesterol lowering agent, a diuretic or aspirin. 

Should applicant elect group I, then applicants are required to further elect a specific 
cardiovascular event from those claimed or disclosed. Also, should applicant elect group III, 
then applicants are required to further elect a specific diabetic complication. 

Should applicants traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicants should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species 
to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicants are advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143).
